Committee Says EOP, Affirmative 
Action Offices Should Consolidate

The Assembly Ways and Means 
subcommittee on education Wed- 
nesday approved a measure to 
consolidate the EOP, Core Stu- 
dent Affirmative Action and 
School-Coliege Reltions offices at 
all the levels of higher education 


In addition, the committee 
adopted the recommendations of 
the California Postsecondary 
Education Commission on imple- 
mentation of the plan 

Included in this recommenda- 
tion are tentative plans to rear- 
range the EOP financial grant sys- 
tem to include the affirmative 
action consolidation 

The measure must be approved 
by the full Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, the Assembly and the state 


Senate before it becomes law. 
EOP affirmative action and 


school relations directors at CSUS 
originally rejected the consolida 
tion proposal 

The language of the proposed 
consolidation was changed before 
the proposal was heard by the 
Assembly Ways and Means 
Committee 

According to Melinda Melin- 
dez, advisor to the committee, the 
language of the proposal was 
changed after the legislative ana- 
lyst met with CPEC and members 
of an affirmative action sub- 
committee 

In the first recommendation, 
the analyst called for an immediate 
consolidation of the three educa- 
tional programs 


The revised plan inciudes a 
longer timeline for development of 
the consolidation, in addition to 
more general criteria for the pian 

According to Van Aikman of the 


CSUS Office of School/College 
Relations, the revised language of 
the consolidation proposal is more 
acceptable 

CSUS affirmative action direc- 
tor Isabel Hernandez-Serna said 
We're not opposed to consolida- 
tion if it means coordinaton 

However, Burr said it is too 
early to tell how the consolidation 
would work because it is still in the 
formulative stages 

The language, as adopted by 
the committee, provides that 
“each campus has the ability to 
adopt a model which is responsive 
to local campus needs.” 

if accepted, the UC, CSU, and 
community college systems each 
would prepare plans for the 
respective consolidations on their 
campuses. These plans would be 
submitted to the legisiative budget 
committees for consideration

CSUS Professor Brings Past To Present 


Goldfried And Company Embark On Odyssey Into Jerusalem's History

in 1990 Howard P Goldfried 
will finally have to decide on 
somewhere else to go for his 
summer vacatior 

The CSUS protessor of anthro- 
pology’s current home-away from 

probably won't be found in the 
travel brochures that hoast of 
ultimate tourism and lively night- 
life, but rather itis a site that could 
perhaps be found in Archaeology 
Digest 

The site is a paradise for 
paleontology enthusiasts or 
“diggers,” as they are referred to in 
archelogical lingo. The dig 
located 16 miles south of Haifa on 
the Mediterranean coast of Israel, 
is a summer retreat for Goidfried 
and some 300 students and volun- 
teers from Israel, the U.S.A., Eng- 
land and Germany 

For the past three years and the 
next 17, the “Dor Project,” has 
been under way at Tel Dor, on the 
shores of the Mediterranean Sea. 
Goldtried, a director of the project 


which concentrates on the ‘dig 
ging of Tel Dor.’ a site that was 
one of the ports of ancient Israel! 
has been involved with the archeo- 
logical project for the last three 
years 
| visited the site in 1979 when } 

heard of the project.” Goildfried 
said “And now | can't imagine not 
going back every summer 
missing a summer would be like 
missing an installment.” 

Goldfried and CSUS, along 
with the University of New York 
Boston University and the Hebrew 
University, located in Jerusalem 
are invoived with the project as a 
student learning invitation Stu 
dents and volunteers are included 
in the dig and academic credit is 
given to those that participate in 
the project 

The project, which invoives a 
Six-week session, is, according to 
Goldtried, a worthwhile ex- 
perience 

“The session is a wonderful 
opportunity to see israel, learn 
something about the history of
